May it Please your Excellency, 

We have the honour to state for your Excellency’s informa' Total number 
tion that the general condition of the lunatic department of the of ,asane ' 
public service in this country is most satisfactory. At the date 
of our last Annual Report the insane of all denominations, whether 
located in public or private institutions, amounted to 8,272. 

The number has increased considerably within the past year, as 
on the 31st December last there were 8,845 registered lunatics, 



placed as follows : — 

In Public Asylums 4,885 

In Private do., 588 

In Gaols, 505 

In Poorhouses, 2,733 

In Lucan, supported by Government, _ . <34 

In Central Asylum for Criminal Lunatics, . 125 



Of this aggregate 4,403 were males, and 4,442 were females. 

Independent, however, of the above, very many are to be 
found throughout the provinces, more or less mentally affected, 
without suitable accommodation, and whose applications for 
admission into curative establishments cannot be complied with 
from want of room in them. 

The provision now completed at Castlebar for 250 lunatics 
belonging to the county of Mayo, and for 300 at Letterkenny, 
chargeable to the county of Donegal, will not only meet the .wants 
of each of these counties themselves, hut by the abstraction of 
their patients from the asylums previously in common to them 
with Roscommon and Galway in the one case, and Londonderry 
in the other, will afford increased accommodation to the last- 
named counties. 

In the course of the present year two other new asylums will 
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be opened, namely, one at Enniscorthy, for the county of Wexford 
to accommodate 300 inmates, and one at Ennis, for the county of 
Clare, capable of receiving a similar number ; by these means the 
districts with which they had been formerly connected, adz, 
Clare with Limerick, and Wexford with Kildare and Carlow, will 
he much diminished in area, so that the primitive asylums, hence- 
forth restricted to a smaller population, will be sensibly relieved 
from their present overcrowded state. 

In addition to the asylums just named, two more, for 300 patients 
each, are in process of construction — one at Monaghan, for the 
counties of Monaghan and Cavan, to be separated from Armagh, 
and the other at Downpatrick, for the county Down, to °be 
separated from the Belfast district. We see, however, no prospect 
of these institutions being fully completed for occupation before 
the lapse of sixteen or eighteen months from the present time. 

With the structures now erected, those in process of building, 
a suitable provision for the Richmond district — say, by an increase 
of 300 beds, and additions to, or modifications of, 'the Omagh, 
Carlow, Cork, Mullingar, and Armagh Asylums, we think thattte 
insane poor ot Ireland, with an aggregate accommodation in 
district asylums for 7,200 lunatics, supported by public taxation, 
would be as well, if not better, accommodated, in proportion to 
the general population, as the same class in any portion of the 
Empire. 

On the 31st December, 1864, there were 4,729 insane persons 
maintained in district asylums : during the ensuing year, 1,291 
were admitted ; thus there were on the whole 6,020° under treat- 
ment. Of that number 596 were discharged cured, and 123 
improved. The improved, who constituted nearly one-sixth of 
the discharged, were for the most part composed of persons taken 
home at the request of their friends ; and of whom it may be said 
generally, that while some progress to recovery others relapse, and 
ultimately, upon application, are again received, as shown by the 
tables of re-admissions from one year to another, and which 
exhibit for the past twelve months 251 individuals, who at some 
previous period ot their lives had been inmates of asylums. 

I1 “ ^ le resu ^s treatment during- the past year, it 
Will be found that they vary but little from those already pre- 
sented, by us in our annual reports. The amount of cures, though 
small in proportion to the per-centage of inmates, is still fully 
equal to what obtains, under similar circumstances, in any other 
country. Tor the same difficulties, and the same drawbacks to 
successful treatment, quoad effecting absolute recovery, exist in 
all the institutions themselves, in the course of time, becoming 
congested with chronic, or hopeless cases ; so that, unless in those 
asylums m which ample .provision had been made in the first 
instance to meet all legitimate demands, cases urgent for many 
reasons, but most of all from them curability if treated at once, 
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are denied admission because there is not room for them, and 
thus are liable to lapse into a protracted or perhaps hopeless state 
of disease. 

As it is, no less than 3,623 of the total in asylums are returned Incurables, 
under the head of probably incurable, and the prospects of remedial 
treatment, as they regard restoration to sanity, are thus far 
limited ; for while the cures, calculated on the admissions alone, 
reach 4616 per cent., under existing circumstances, and calculated 
on the aggregate, they scarcely reach a third of that per-centage. 

This reference, brief as it is, to the curative action of asylums, , 
will not, we trust, fail to bring under your Excellency's cognizance 
two facts — first, the necessity of an adequate provision to meet the 
remedial wants of the insane poor promptly, and when such pro- 
vision is of paramount importance ; secondly, the necessity that 
regularly constituted asylums, so expensive in their construction 
and maintenance, should be restricted to those whose maladies 
give reasonable hope of recovery, or who, from the prominent 
symptoms under which they labour, require constant supervision, 
both for their own protection and that of others. In short, that 
the accommodation provided in district asylums for the insane 
poor should not only he sufficient in extent, but that those 
institutions should have, as much as possible, the character of 
hospitals for the curative treatment of the insane, rather than 
of simple receptacles for their safe keeping. 

As in England, so in this country, there must eventually be an Asylums for 
intermediate place for a portion of the chronic or incurably insane, ciLr0Ulc cases - 
otherwise the building of asylums should go on ad infinitum, at a 
vast expenditure both for erection and maintenance. We think 
the difficulty admits of an economic and easy solution, as already 
defined by us — 14 Keport, pp. 16, 17 — when referring to the con- 
dition of the insane in union workhouses : — 

" To obviate the disadvantages of this indifferent supervision, 
and establish a more regular system, whereby better accommoda- 
tion being provided, the erection of auxiliary buildings to asylums 
might be avoided, it becomes a question whether now in the 
untenanted state of some workhouses, one in each small county, 
and two in the very large ones, such as Cork and Galway, might 
not, in open healthful localities, where there is land attached to 
them, have a portion of them fitted up in a plain way for epileptics, 
idiots, and the demented, chargeable of course to the unions at 
large from which they had been removed. We have already sug- 
gested a proposition somewhat similar to the present, and revert 
to it again from a more mature experience of the subject, and a 
desire to ameliorate the condition of every section of the insane in 
the speediest and most economic mode. Neither do we think that 
in our recommendation we wander from the principle of having 
special asylum provision, although much more expensive in its pre- 
paration and working, for the many who absolutely need it. 

“ If, for illustration sake, we take the county Kilkenny, .having 
a population of 147,000 inhabitants, and an asylum for 170 parents, 
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■with its five unions, containing between them forty hopelessly de- 
mented and epileptic inmates, or an average of eight in each work- 
house ; our proposition would be, to place them all in one work- 
house in the open country, such as that at Callan, having airy 
exercise grounds ; to employ paid attendants, and that each patient 
should be charged to his own union at large. Thus an organiza- 
tion is at once founded at an extra cost to the county of certainly 
less than £300 a year, and, at the same time, a saving in the 
expense of treatment, enlargement, and of an additional staff at the 
asylum effected. In this manner, for all practical purposes, at a 
minimum cost to the ratepayers of the district, we derive material 
benefits, and do away with the opposition advanced by Poor Law 
Guardians against the admission of idiots and imbeciles into their 
respective workhouses from hospitals which should be mainly de- 
voted to the treatment of lunacy, but which, when overcrowded 
with patients utterly fatuous, possessing a mere animal existence, 
no longer sustain the main object of their erection.” 

The domestic management of district asylums in Ireland con- 
tinues to he so regularly and formally reported to our office, and 
so frequent is our inspection of them, that we are fully acquainted 
with the working of these institutions ; and as all fiscal business 
is primarily transacted under our supervision, we feel ourselves in 
a position to report on matters as they actually exist ; and can state 
with satisfaction that the District Lunatic Asylums are conducted 
with a due regard to the object ( f their erection, and that the spirit 
of kindness and consideration for then’ inmates, prevalent with 
the medical and other officers, is shown also by the subordinate 
attendants. 

No charge or imputation of harshness can be made without our 
cognizance, and no dismissal without a previous intimation, except 
it be for an indictable offence or insubordination ; and on looking 
over the records we find that but four servants were dismissed in 
the course of the past year. With one exception — that of striking 
a patient — these were for light offences. In two instances the 
parties appealed, and after a local investigation by the Inspectors, 
the dismissals were upheld. 

We may here observe that the difficulty of obtaining a good 
class of attendants, and of keeping them when obtained, and pro- 
perly instructed in their duties, is on the increase, owing to emi- 
gration and the low rate of wages given in many of the asylums, 
in some of which the assistant male attendants are paid only from 
£7 to £10, and the females from £4 to £6 per annum. In others 
the wages are much more liberal, as at Ballinasloe, Belfast, Clonmel, 
and the Richmond. 

As so much depends upon the judgment, good temper, and good 
feeling of the immediate attendants on insane persons, it is to he 
regretted that a more uniform and liberal scale is not adopted to 
requite them for their services and to insure a continuance of them. 
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In a pecuniary point of view asylums vary much as to the cm- Cost of mail 
rent expense of maintenance, the highest outlay being latterly at tenanoe - 
the Richmond, the lowest at the Cork Asylum. Various causes 
combine to effect this difference of cost. 

In the former asylum things are conducted on a more liberal 
scale. The dietary, for example, is better. There are schools, too, 
in which a regular system of training and education is carried out. 

Much of the bedding- and furniture having been worn out, their 
removal and replacement became imperative, the whole expense 
being chargeable to the current account. The pensions for retired 
officers in the Richmond Asylum are much more numerous, of 
course influenced by its age and extent ; and all these items tend 
to keep the rate of maintenance considerably higher. Taking one 
asylum with another, however, the average for the seventeen 
now in operation is but £20 7s. Gel, per head per annum, or one 
shilling less than in 1 804. 

This average, if based on the same items of expenditure, will 
probably he 30 per cent, less than in England, where, no doubt, 
there is more appearance of comfort and more social enjoyment in 
similar institutions, and with which the inmates had been familiar 
to a much greater extent in then- own homes than are the insane 
of the corresponding class in this country ; for it would he idle 
to deny the difference which exists in domestic habits and sur- 
roundings between the humbler classes in the two countries. 

In fact, in Irish asylums, by this very difference a double duty 
is imposed — that of treating the patient for his malady, and 
not unfrequently also of teaching him for the first time to observe 
habits of neatness and order. Nevertheless, the interiors of our 
asylums are almost invariably kept in the most creditable con- 
dition. 

In one or two institutions now overcrowded, there has not been 
up to the present an opportunity to make those improvements 
which must follow on the removal of patients from them to 
asylums now ready, or in course of construction. 

The mortality in Irish asylums has been at all times small, as Mortality, 
will appear from the Appendices, averaging not more than eight 
per cent, per annum for the last seven years. This rate of 
mortality is about double that which obtains in the ordinary 
classes of society at large ; hut when the incidental bodily ail- 
ments, to which all are alike exposed, superadded to a specific 
malady of a cerebral character, are taken into account, it cannot 
he considered excessive. 

One circumstance is quite certain, and must be a source of 
satisfaction to every benevolent mind, that now-a-days, owing to 
the studied care and humanity with which the insane are treated 
by those in charge of them and an efficient attention to then- 
wants, the deaths in asylums are scarcely one-third so great as 
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they were at no very remote period, while the creature comforts 
of the patients are in every respect increased to an extent far 
beyond that which previously obtained, and immeasurably so 
beyond the condition in which they existed before insanity made 
them inmates of a lunatic asylum. 

Among the deaths it is worthy of remark that only three were 
accidental, or from violence — a highly satisfactory result, con- 
sidering the absence of bodily restraint, and the freedom of action 
enjoyed by the patients at all times. 

During the past year no great structural additions or alterations 
have been undertaken in any of the seventeen district asylums in 
actual operation. The works which were being- carried on in them, 
as referred to by us in preceding reports, have been terminated. 

Looking, however, to future requirements, it will be necessary 
to enlarge and improve the infirmary at the Cork Asylum, which 
at present is too restricted in dimensions and ill ventilated — 
points to which we have directed the attention of the local Board ; 
as also to the necessity of laying down the grounds in front of 
the buildings in a more tasteful and becoming manner. 

The Carlow Asylum, on the removal of the Wexford patients 
from it to their own separate county institution at Enniscorthy, 
must undergo changes and repairs, which, from its present over- 
crowded state, cannot be undertaken ; similarly at the Limerick 
Asylum, where a regular infirmary vdll have to be established 
on the removal of the Clare lunatics to that at Ennis. 

A question is now under the consideration of the Omagh Board 
on the subject of increased accommodation for the insane poor 
of Tyrone and Fermanagh — if, as we think to be the more 
advisable course, a new institution be erected at Enniskillen for 
the latter county, the Omagh Asylum will belong .solely to Tyrone. 
Should the two counties continue united new buildings must be 
erected, and the farm materially increased by the take or purchase 
of about twenty acres of the adjoining lands. 

The Mullingar Asylum, which belongs to the three counties of 
Meath, Westmeath, and Longford, is clearly inadequate to meet 
the wants of the district ; so that if these counties continue 
united, additions, including a suitable infirmary, will be abso- 
lutely necessary, and with them an enlargement of the farm by 
at least fifteen acres. 

At Belfast the Governors are most desirous of purchasing five 
acres of land which lie between the present farm and the town, 
so as to prevent their being built on, which in their opinion would 
be a source of much annoyance and inconvenience. We cordially 
concur in them views ; but the large sum asked for the ground has 
been keeping the matter in abeyance. We trust, however, that 
the purchase will be eventually effected, 
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Towards the close of the year, we regret to say that at the investigation. 
Belfast Asylum, we had to investigate upon oath into a painful 
and novel sort of occurrence. A convalescent female was confined 
of a child, the result of an interview she had with a visitor, 
a friend of hers, who was supposed to have been a very near 
relative. In consequence of this supposition the attendants in 
charge had no suspicion of any impropriety, and were thrown 
oft' their guard. 

The inquiry, so far, removed all culpability from the officers and 
servants ; and in accordance with your Excellency’s desire we 
addressed a circular to the resident medical superintendents of 
district asylums, as well as to the proprietors of private licensed 
houses, directing that no visitors, unless the nearest relatives, be 
left alone with patients of the opposite sex. 

As hitherto, a majority of the Board is persistent in its opposi- Chaplains, 
tion to admit Chaplains into the asylum- — a determination which 
we cannot bnt deplore, it being inconsistent with the spirit of 
public opinion, and contrary to the recognized principle in England 
and elsewhere, where due religious observances are regularly 
-afforded to the afflicted insane, who, whether practically, or even 
in imagination, derive consolation from them. 

We are quite aware that the objections of the Board are based 
on' the religious discord which unfortunately has been so 
rife in the town of Belfast, and that, in its estimation, if the 
opportunity offered, or the customary practice was adopted, like 
results would ensue in the asylum ; which at best is only an 
assumption, as we conceive that what applies to an open and. 
free community, in full possession of social rights and privileges, 
has no weight or application when sought to be brought to bear 
upon a public institution constituted as an asylum, feucea in as 
it is with all the safeguards which an efficient staff and perfect 
discipline insure. 

To cany out the principle enunciated by the Board, and justify 
it, if consistency be one of its elements, churches, and chapels all 
through the town should be closed, and the inhabitants precluded 
from public worship — a proposition not more anomalous upon a 
large scale than a small. The only reason which, with a colour 
of argument, can be adduced to support the. opinion of the Board, 
is the supposed futility of providing religious exercises for the 
insane — an assumption, even if correct, more than counter- 
balanced, in as much as the tranquillizing and soothing in- 
fluences which such, judiciously employed, are calculated to 
infuse into the disordered mind, cannot be contradicted. 

Hitherto an unsatisfactory system, or rather no system, existed §**£•* 
on the important point of remuneration to the staff; oi asylums. 

At first the principal officers or “ managers were non-professional 
men j subsequently, as the asylum system progressed, they were 
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selected from the medical profession, but without a proportionate 
increase of salary for their services. 

We think, both as regards the superior officers of asylums and 
the public at large, in fixing the payment there should be as little 
as possible in the shape of allowances, which, although nominally 
defined, practically and in actual value are not so. In other words, 
we think the emoluments of officers should be pecuniary as much 
as possible. 

We would also be glad to see the system of promotion which 
exists in other departments of the public service generally adopted 
in this — that is, of transferring officers of standing and experience 
to better appointments as they may from time to time become 
vacant. The adoption of such a course must be of great prac- 
tical utility in the case of new asylums, where the knowledge 
and previous experience of an officer already in the sendee 
would be of the greatest advantage in organizing the institution, 
and superintending the arrangements for its opening. An 
untried person, however intelligent and educated, must neces- 
sarily be in a great measure ignorant of all those details of 
management with which the other is perfectly familiar ; while in 
an old asylum, or one in full working order, he would fall into the 
regular duties without any difficulty. 

During the past year the average attendance of Governors at 
Boards has been full and regular, and all necessary business duly 
performed. The gentlemen who constitute these Boards being se- 
lected in most instances from the leading gentry of the districts, 
the welfare of the insane is not measured out in an ungenerous 
manner, and their wants are approached with a liberality not 
congenial to that for ordinary poor law requirements. 

At the same time, we feel bound to observe that in most of the 
union workhouses we visit, there is a free disposition on the part 
of the Guardians, when applied to, to improve the quality of the 
food given to the imbecile and epileptic classes therein ; the 
medical officers also having full power to order any dietary they 
may think fit in special cases ; but with few exceptions have we 
succeeded in securing paid attendants to look after the insane in 
poorhouses. They are to be found only in those, where, from 
the number of the mentally affected inmates, they could not 
possibly be dispensed with — such as the North and South Dublin 
Unions, Belfast, Limerick, «fcc. 

As in gaols, so also in poorhouses, there has long existed a strong 
objection, generally speakingyon the part of Boards of Guardians 
to harbour epileptic paupers or others afflicted with derangement 
of mind, no matter how tranquil or incurable they may be. Still 
this objection gradually diminishes, and would, no doubt, wear 
itself out altogether if Guardians would only bear in mind that, 
with a little extra cost and attendance, they could comfortably 
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maintain the hopelessly demented and idiotic at one-half the 
expense inclined for their support in regular asylums. 

No doubt it would be a hardship to remove from the compara- 
tive comforts of an asylum a patient who had intellect or feeling 
enough to recognise the difference of circumstance ; but where 
such feeling or intellect did not exist, and suitable care could 
otherwise be taken of the individual, it would be still harder to 
refuse the chances of recovery to a fitting case from want of a 
vacancy in an institution for the cure of Iris disease. 

The falling-off of the population of this country, from emigra- 
tion and other causes, must have materially affected the extent of 
insanity within its bounds ; for although the decrepid and men- 
tally affected are for the most part left at home, they gradually die 
off in poorhouses — the only receptacle open to them. The reverse 
naturally obtains in England, where each decennial period shows 
a large increase to its inhabitants, and with it an apparent spread 
of insanity, and the greater necessity for additional lunatic accom- 
modation. 

Analyzing the various phases under which a disordered or idiotcy. 
deficient state of the mental faculties presents itself in union 
workhouses, the small amount of congenital idiotcy, or helpless 
imbecility, Inis appeared to us extraordinary. Many are to be 
found there utterly demented, or destitute of all reasoning power, 
the result of cerebral disease, or of a protracted series of epileptic 
attacks ; but idiotcy, in the true acceptation of the term, is rare 
in Ireland ; neither from the inquiries we have made is there 
reason to think that there is much of it in the poorer classes 
throughout the country. Certain it is, that in all the union work- 
houses and asylums in Ireland, there are only 1,175 simple idiots 
reported to us by the medical attendants of these establishments. 

The word imbecile is so vague that it can only be regarded as a 
relative term to express the existence of a minor amount of intel- 
lectual capacity, which may range in various degrees between the 
average possessed by communities of individuals generally, and 
the lowest minimum or fraction which sinks the unfortunate sub- 
ject to the level of the utterly hopeless state of idiotcy. The 
latter form, as has been already stated, is rarely manifested, as 
the result of our experience and observation proves that, in five 
cases out of six, the prevalent character of imbecility does not in- 
terfere with the exercise of social rights, the enjoyment of personal 
liberty, and the fulfilment of social obligations and responsibilities. 

From all this it will be abundantly manifest how unsettled and 
indefinite is this favourite term which is so often upon the lips of 
intelligent persons, intended by them to describe a condition of 
mind which in all likelihood belongs to a different class, so 
multiform and shif tin g are its phases. 

This furnishes another proof of the difficulty of setting up an 
unalterable standard wherewith to measure the intensity and 
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degree of mental capacity possessed by every class and variety of 
human beings — it appearing to us as reconcilable with common 
sense and experience that the human intellect is arranged upon 
a sliding scale, imperfect at the best, in the healthiest subject and 
under the most favourable circumstances, from the most powerful 
and vigorous exhibition downwards, in all its degrees and modi- 
fications, to that point which secures the subject a sad immunity 
from all moral obligation. 

Causes of We have already stated that at the close of the year 1865 there 

insanity. we r e 4,835 patients in public asylums ; reverting to all our pre- 
vious reports, the information which we have gathered for their 
compilation is fully corroborated by the results of our experience 
for the past year as to the infiuence of certain specific causes in 
the development of insane manifestations ; among the most pro- 
minent — indeed the most prominent of which are hereditary pre- 
disposition, dissipation, and irregularity of life, for out of the total 
number of cases in which causes have been assigned in the list 
before us, no less than 891 are referable to them as excitants. 

Again, we still find moral causes more prevalent amongst females 
— physical with men — and that the former sex exceeds in the 
amount of recoveries. Thus, to no inconsiderable degree, a fixity 
of symptoms and results would seem to characterize mental as 
well as bodily affections. 

In like manner the immediate causes of death can be grouped 
in parcels, and which are found to be similar in their prepon- 
derance. Of the 400 deaths in asylums last year, 98 were from 
general paralysis, as it is termed, of the insane, and which by a 
strange but indefinite action shows itself’ through the tongue, the 
organ of mental communication in its healthy state. 

With the exception of the case referred to as having occurred at 
Belfast, we have had, during the past year, no cause to institute, 
either at the desire of a Board or from our own official authority, 
any particular inquiry bearing on the management of district 
asylums, at least none that merits observation in the present 
report. Minor matters had to be examined into and adjusted on 
the spot, such as complaints for breaches of discipline and the like, 
and occasionally personal misunderstandings among subordinates, 
in which, as a rule, the question resolved itself into which party 
was more in the wrong. 

In establishments of so peculiar a character, containing among 
them from year’s end to year’s end over six thousand inmates, and 
which, from their nature, are little under public observation, it is 
a source of satisfaction to us to be able from personal knowledge 
to state, that a highly moral tone pervades their general manage- 
ment, and that kindness towards the patients is not only inculcated 
but practised. 
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The following is a statement of the admissions, discharges, Admissions and 
deaths, and escapes for the year : — dischargas, &c.

The recoveries, if taken alone and without reference to atten- Recoveries, 
dant circumstances, do not afford that practical illustration of the 
utility of institutions for the insane which might at first sight "be 
expected — they give hut a relative indication of it; for when 
asylums are crowded with chronic and for the most part hopeless 
cases, but which still need constant supervision, it follows that 
the cures must necessarily he restricted ; and such it may he said 
obtains in almost all these institutions in the three kingdoms. 

Thus, if the recoveries be taken on the daily average under 
treatment they will reach only 12 -45 per cent., whereas calculated 
on the actual admissions diming the year they would, on the other 
hand, amount to 4616. This state of tilings is referable to the 
original want of adequate accommodation to meet each, urgent 
case in an early stage of the disease. 

With regard to the mortality in asylums during the year, the Mortality, 
number of deaths, as shown above, was 400 on a gross total 
under treatment of 6,020, the deaths in the preceding twelve 
months having been 410 on 5,914. It is thus somewhat lower 
for the year 1865, being S'35 on the daily average number of 
patients, which may be regarded as a favourable result. 

Unfortunately two cases of suicide and one accidental death Suicide, 
occurred during the year. The first was at Belfast. The patient 
had not previously manifested any suicidal tendency whatever, 
and latterly bad been so much improved, mentally, that it was 
proposed to call upon his friends in a short time to remove^ him. 

He committed the act when getting up after the night, and in the 
attendant’s room (in which he slept, owing to the crowded state 
of the house, and the fact of his being so generally well conducted 
and so apparently convalescent), having, whilst the attendant was 
calling up the other patients in the corridor, sprung open a drawer 
in which he knew razors were kept, and in an instant completed 
the fatal act; tbe carotid artery having been divided. A coroner’s 
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inquest -was duly held on the body, and a verdict in conformity 
with the above particulars returned, and without attributing any 
culpable neglect of duty to the attendant in charge. 

The second case occurred at Limerick, a female patient having 
effected her escape in the night, or very early in the morning, and 
drowned herself in the canal. This woman had at all times 
evinced a desire to commit suicide by drowning, and had even 
expressed a wish to end her existence in a particular part of a 
river near her own home. 

An inquest was held on the body, and the facts elicited, when 
it appeared that she had possessed herself of a key belonging to 
one of the nurses, by means of which she succeeded in effecting 
her escape. Subsequently we ourselves investigated the occur- 
rence ; and as it transpired that culpable neglect had occurred on 
the part of the nurse as regarded the safe custody of the keys, we 
reported to that effect, and she was accordingly dismissed. 

At Omagh a case of accidental drowning occurred, in a river 
which borders the asylum grounds. An inquest was held, and a 
verdict returned in accordance with the facts. 

Of the causes of death in. the majority of the other cases, the 
principal were consumption and cerebral disease, both amounting 
together to 218, 

Escapes. — Under this category, out of 6,020, the total number 
who were in public asylums, five only eluded the watchfulness of 
the attendants, and were not ultimately re-taken. This circum- 
stance speaks favourably of the care and vigilance exercised by 
those in charge of their inmates; the more so, too, when it is 
recollected that all prison-like barriers have been dispensed with, 
and that the greatest possible amount of freedom is allowed 
within the grounds. Indeed it is no uncommon occurrence to 
meet parties of the inmates of an asylum on the high road, in 
public parks or places of amusing resort, accompanied only by then- 
ordinary attendants, and who thus in the midst of their delusions, 
forgetful for the moment of then real or fancied troubles, are made 
to enjoy an existence which the restraints of a too stringent con- 
finement or stern discipline would only tend to embitter. 

Believing that the best curative for mental affection — certainly 
the best mode to allay excitement — consists in treating the insane 
as much as possible like ordinary members of society, our desire 
has been to divest asylums, as far as consistent with their objects, 
and uses, of the character of places of forced detention. 

The daily average number of patients employed was 2,632, and 
the particulars of their occupations are given in detail in the 
Appendix. Two hundred and forty-two acres of tillage were 
cultivated by their labour, producing crops of the value of 
£ 5,065 14s. 8 d., and which realized a net profit of £2,400 8s. 4 d. 
for the benefit of the institutions for the year. This result is very 
satisfactory, when it is considered that the amount of labour re- 
quired from the patients individually is necessarily small, and 
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intended as a curative means, to occupy their time and engage 
their thoughts, the profitable element being incidental and entirely 
a secondary consideration. 

The system of contracting for supplies in district asylums, re- Contracts, 
ferred to in our Fourteenth Report, as having been established since 
1863, on the plan proposed by us, continues to work very satisfac- 
torily, and is in general well carried out. The articles supplied, 
and which we make it a practice to examine on each visitation, 
have, on the whole, been of fair quality, and according to contract; 
while, as will be seen from the table given in the Appendix, the 
prices were moderate. Occasional faults have been found, when 
the articles were at once sent back and others of better quality sub- 
stituted, either by the contractors themselves or at their expense. - 

In our reports we have frequently pointed out the anomalous, intermediate 
not to say wretched, position in which insane persons of limited Asylun33 - 
means are placed with regard to asylum accommodation, unable 
on the one hand to meet the expenses of a private lunatic asylum 
kept for profit, and on the other excluded, unless in certain cases, 
from the benefits provided by public taxation for the insane 
poor in district asylums. 

Not that absolute poverty is regarded by us, or acted upon, as 
the test of fitness for admission, but a line must be drawn some- 
where, and it happens, unfortunately for them, that a great many 
persons who cannot afford to go into private licensed houses, are 
yet placed by comparative means above the grade of fitness for 
public institutions. 

We have reason to think that a considerable number of this 
class are either retained at home by their Mends wanting the 
necessary requirements and comforts of their helpless condition, 
without proper, or even any, medical or moral care or treatment, 
and consequently deprived, we may say, of all chance whatever 
of recovery : or else they are placed out, under cover ot the name 
of “ lodgers,” with people of very humble position, to whom the 
small sum received for their support is a thing ot consequence, 
and where their condition is perhaps worse than at home. 

The following passage which occurs in our Fourteenth Report 
so fully expresses all we would say with reference to this class of 
the insane, that we reproduce it in the hope that it may lead to 
something being done to supply so manifest a want: 

“ Legally speaking, a public district hospital ior the insane 
should not admit any individuals having means of their own ; the 
cases admitted, however, from whom money is taken are very 
exceptional indeed, and then only under peculiar cheumstances, 
when refusal would seem almost an act of harshness. This brings 
us to the consideration of how far there exists a necessity for the 
establishment of what are called intermediate asylums, or asylums 
for a class of the community above the ordinary grade ot the 
f jnsane poor ’ who are unable to meet the charges of^regulay 
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private asylums, through which the proprietors derive emolu- 
ment and income. We are satisfied that two or three such esta- 
blishments in Ireland, if properly conducted, would prove highly 
useful ; but we do not think, as proposed by some influential and 
humane gentlemen, that it would be advisable for Government to 
identify itself with or take part in their construction. It appears 
to us to be altogether a question of local importance, and calcu- 
lated for the benefit of a class only; at the same time we are 
convinced, that self-supporting establishments of the kind, say for 
an aggregate of from three to four hundred patients, which would 
be the maximum, must confer a great boon on society at large in 
this country, and as a humane speculation be unattended with 
pecuniary loss.” 

A resolution was submitted to Government by the Governors 
of the Belfast Asylum, expressing then- strong sense of the neces- 
sity which exists for making some such provision, but it was felt 
that no direct action could be taken to carry out the views of the 
Board in the manner proposed. 

POORHOUSES. 

The mentally affected classes of all denominations in union 
workhouses exceeded in number during the past year those con- 
fined in them in the one preceding it— the numbers being respec- 
tively, in 1864, 2,563; and in 1865, 2,733, or 170 in excess for 
the latter year ; a result which may be explained, as already noted 
by us, by the fact that during a wide extended emigration the 
imbecile and debilitated, left without their previous means of do- 
mestic support, are forced to seek shelter in poorhouses, while their 
stronger and better to do friends are disembarrassed of their charge. 

In seeking, through the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor, returns from the various union work- 
houses in Ireland on the present occasion, we adopted a somewhat 
different form from that previously employed. Heretofore we 
obtained our returns under the general headings of lunatics, idiots, 
and epileptics. We give them now not only under these heads, 
but classified, so far as the affections are uncomplicated, and also 
within certain periods of life. 

Thus, there are the simply idiotic, 1,175 in all, including those 
in the lowest scale of mental imbecility; of the aggregate of 
whom, 84 are under 14 years of age, 471 under 30, and 620 
over 30 years. Next of the epileptic idiots there are 484, 25 
being under 14 years of age, 221 between 14 and 30, and 238 
over 30, indicating that epilepsy is a disease of mature years. 

The lunatic classes, as distinguished from the idiotic, amount 
to 1,074 : the great majority of them are advanced in life, and have 
been long sojourners in their respective unions. Occasionally, 
however, some of them are subject to sudden and violent out- 
breaks of lunacy, when they are sent to the asylum of the district, 
or, as not umfrequently happen^, committed to gaol as dangerous; 
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la many unions, in fact, when a lunatic becomes violent, he Committal to 
is immediately committed to custody, under the Acts 1st and 8th G* 31 - 
and 9th Vic., notwithstanding the circular issued at our request 
by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland in 1864, to the effect that in no case should 
committal to gaol be resorted to unless as a last resource, and when 
there is no room in the asylum. We regret to find that that 
circular has not been observed in several instances with sufficient 
regularity. 

In the discharge of our inspections! duties, we visit the various 
workhouses in the kingdom from time to time, and as in some 
of the larger ones there are to be found from 60 to 140 of these 
afflicted classes, they are inspected by us twice or oftener in the 
year. From a long experience, we are by no means prepared to 
say that the condition of their insane inmates is so satisfactory 
as could be desired, still it has been latterly much ameliorated 
as a general rule, and in some unions to a marked degree. 

The deficiency we most notice is want of space for outdoor 
employment and exercise, and insufficient day-room accommo- 
dation, with regular paid attendants. The dietary is for the most 
part good and liberal, while, taking their general condition into 
account, the creature comforts of the classes in question are not 
overlooked. 



GAOLS. 

The number of persons committed to and confined in gaols as statistics, 
lunatics, amounted on the 31st December, 1864, to 441, and at 
the same date in 1865 to 505 ; during the intervening period the 
committals under the Act by local Magistrates, including c rimin al 
lunatics, were 801. Thus in the past twelve months there were, 
on the whole, no less than 1,242 lunatics in prison, though not 
all at the same time, for of the total 395 were removed to asylums 
by warrant of your Excellency ; 290 were discharged by order of 
the committing Magistrates as actually recovered, or having ceased 
to be dangerous; 37 died, constituting a mortality on the average 
number under confinement of 6 per cent. There remained thus 
in gaol, on the 1st of January of the present j r ear, 495 lunatics. 

The county and borough prisons of this kingdom are 39 in 
number; so that if the aggregate of the insane was equally divided 
between them, there would he about 13 in each; but a very 
different state of things exists as in veiy many of them there 
are no lunatics, in some two or three only, and those simply 
awaiting removal to asylum, while in others they are so numerous 
as to approach nearly to the amount of ordinary prisoners. 

The eight gaols most incumbered with the class in question are Numbers in 
those of the county and city of Dublin, and the counties of Donegal, Gao1, 
Down, Monaghan, Mayo, and Wexford, which contain between 
them 315 lunatics, or within a fraction of 40 each. These inmates,

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as often stated by us, interfere materially with prison discipline, 
besides being circumstanced in a most unfavourable way for them- 
selves, from a want of those general curative appliances, occupations, 
and means of treatment so necessary for their well beinv 

They are, however, under supervision, protected from injuring 
themselves or others, and therefore much better located than if they 
were left at large, ill fed, ill clad, and neglected, so that, notwith- 
standing the great disadvantages, abstractedly considered, which 
are attendant on the committal of lunatics to gaols, palpable good 
is derived therefrom; and it must be added that recoveries are far 
from being unfrequent, the speedy isolation and control of the men- 
tally affected being productive of the most beneficial results. 

The system, if it has much to be complained of in itself, is not 
devoid of practical utility; in saying so much, however, we do not 
mean to uphold it, except so far as it is, under existing circum- 
stances, an absolute necessity ; however, it is now gradually but 
distinctly on the decline. 

Relief of Gaols. The asylums just completed at Letterkenny and Castlebar 
will at once clear the gaols of those districts of 120 lunatics- 
and on the completion of the buildings already referred to at 
Enniscorthy, Monaghan, Down, and Ennis, we anticipate that, 
with the exception of the Richmond or Metropolitan district, the 
prisons in Ireland will virtually cease to be as heretofore recep- 
tacles for the insane. With regard to the latter-named district, 
matters remain pretty much in the same position as at the date 
of our last report ; and we feel we cannot do better than quote the 
opinions we then expressed: — 

With reference, however, to the metropolitan requirements, 
one of two. solutions must be adopted. The district will have 
to be subdivided, or the Richmond Asylum enlarged. We are 
inclined to think that the institution, as it stands, barely suffi- 
cient for the city and the county of Dublin, does not admit of 
any judicious structural additions, certainly not without the pur- 
chase of about fourteen acres of land lying partially in front and 
partially to the rere of the male asylum, adjoining which a plain 
structure might.be raised for about 320 chronic cases belonging 
to the whole existing district. To obviate a continuance of the 
present truly unsatisfactory state of things, and to obtain if possi- 
ble an harmonious action between all parties, we should accede to 
any reasonable proposition. At the same time our opinion remains 
unchanged as to the superior advantages of haring asylums more 
numerous, consequently more accessible, and of more convenient 
dimensions. 

The Government, no doubt, most anxious to meet the difficulty, 
would ere this have solved it by the erection of separate institu- 
tions as recommended by us for Wicklow and Louth ; but it must 
be acknowledged there were some legitimate objections raised 
against our proposition by local authorities, and we are now quite 
prepared to. adopt the alternative of an enlargement of the Rich-

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CENTRAL ASYLUM FOR CRIMINAL LUNATICS. 

This institution has now, for a series of years, been so fully 
brought under the notice of your Excellency and your predeces- 
sors in office, with the mode and results of its management, that 
the furnishing of details upon the present occasion would be a 
simple repetition of former statements. It continues to fulfil the 
objects of its erection, and while amply sufficient to meet the 
legitimate wants of the country, is conducted with a due regard to 
economy; the total cost per head of eacli patient, notwithstanding 
the necessity of a larger staff of officers and servants than exists 
in ordinary establishments for the insane, being only £29 1 2s. 
a year. 

Within the past twelve months 15 patients were admitted. One 
only of the total number under confinement received a free 
discharge, which his condition fully justified ; four convicts, whose 
periods of penal confinement had expired, were removed to the 
asylums of their native districts. Of the 15 admitted, five were 
charged with and acquitted of homicide. 

Applications were made from time to time for the reception of 
some others who were acquitted on the plea of insanity, but their 
offences were either so trivial in themselves, or partook so much 
of an accidental character, that we had the parties admitted as 
ordinary patients into their respective local institutions. 

The total number under confinement during the year was 135. 
Of these one was discharged by order of your Excellency, on the 
understanding that he would emigrate, which he did ; but he 
has since returned, and is at the present time an inmate of the 
Rathdown Union Workhouse. 



Three were removed to the asylums of the districts to which 
they belonged, in conformity with the IS Privy Council Rule, 
and six died, death in each case resulting from natural causes. 
No escape took place, and but one attempt is recorded, that of a 
female, who was immediately captured. 



The total number remaining in custody on the 31st December, 
1865, was 125 persons, of whom S4 were males and 41 females, 
whose offences are summarized as follow : —

The sanitary condition of this asylum continues to be as hereto- 
fore of a highly satisfactory character ; we may add, so satisfactory 
as to place the institution in an exceptional position as regards 
mortality, which for the past year is but little over 4 per cent, on 
the average number of patients. 
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Of the 125 remaining at the close of the year, 16 -were con- 
sidered convalescent or sane, and several of them are looking 
more or less anxiously to be discharged. 

With those cases in which minor offences were committed there 
can he little hesitation in dealing, when a sufficient term of pro- 
bation ia allowed to show that sanity is completely re-established. 
But in regard to persons acquitted of homicide on the ground of 
insanity, great difficulty exists, and it would be impossible to lay 
down any general rale to govern the course of action, where, while 
the broad fact of death having been caused by the act of the 
individual cannot be lost sight of, the circumstances under which 
the act was committed may alter its complexion so entirely as to 
deprive it of any bad features. 

We are aware that in England an acquittal of homicide, on the 
ground of insanity, is equivalent to a sentence of imprisonment 
for life; but in this country the Lord Lieutenant has several times 
extended his clemency to such persons, and in no instance that 
we are aware of have any evil consequences resulted from the. 
exercise of the prerogative of mercy; on the contrary, homes 
that were rendered miserable by the insane acts of father, mother, 
brother, sister or child, have been again blessed with happiness. 

A young manned woman, for instance, in a paroxysm of puer- 
peral mania, destroys her infant, is tried for murder, acquitted on 
the ground of insanity, and removed to Dundrum Asylum. She 
recovers her reason almost immediately, and in addition to all her 
other sufferings, has continually present the horror of having 
killed her child, whose life was dearer to her than her own. hS 
husband’s position is equally wretched ; he has lost none of his 
affection, but feels keenly the loss of his wife, and his children feel 
equally the loss of their mother. 

Such cases have occurred in which the discharge of the parties, 
after the lapse of a considerable time, was ordered by the Lord 
Lieutenant, and there has been no reason to regret the course! 
One advantage may be mentioned, namely, that it buoys up with 
hope those inmates, the gravity of whose offences may preclude 
all chance of then- restoration to liberty, however perfect and 
permanent then- recovery may be. 

The constant employment of the inmates in remunerative occu- 
pations, besides its other advantages, tends greatly to their 
improvement, as nothing can be worse for sane or insane than 
idleness The daily average number constantly employed is 93, or 



Two only of the inmates have been placed under restraint from 
time to time, and then in its mildest form, to prevent them from 
. ® PS mjuries on themselves or others, their propensities being 
mischievous and occasionally dangerous. 
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The total number of patients for which accommodation has, by Accommoda 
the enlargement of the asylum been provided, is 155, exclusive of tioa * 
the hospital, which is capable, in case of necessity, of receiving 
fourteen patients, and of seclusion rooms, of which there are four, 
two on the male and two on the female side; the object of these' 
latter being to place violent and noisy patients in a position where 
they cannot disturb the other inmates at night; another advantage 
of these rooms is that they enable the Physicians to test the 
mental condition in doubtful cases, particularly of those who, for 
the purposes of deception, so frequently assume an unwonted 
excitement. 

The attendance of the non-resident officers has been most regular 
throughout the year ; and the ministrations of the Chaplains con- 
tinue to afford the greatest comfort and consolation to the patients 
belonging to their respective congregations, while perfect harmony 
and goodwill prevail amongst them. 

In 1863 we applied for increased accommodation, particularly 
in reference to day-rooms, associated dormitories, a refectory, and 
Turkish bath. These are now all constructed and fit for general 
use, while a small detached chapel, exclusively for the Protestant 
congregation, is being built, the original church having been given 
up to Catholic worship. 

The interior of the house is kept with a due regard to clean- 
liness and the comfort of the patients, who as a body are 
well conducted and contented ; indeed it could not be otherwise, 
for every liberty compatible with their safe keeping is extended 
to them, and the idea that they should be kept under restraint, or 
that any particular supervision is deemed necessary in their regard, 
from the fact of their having committed offences, is carefully 
removed fiom them. 

The farm is altogether cultivated by the male patients ; and we Farm, 
may observe that a portion of it in which they labour is unfenced 
and without the boundary wall. Milk and butter, as well as 
vegetables sufficient for the institution are produced on the ground, 
independent of which a sum of £60 was received for cereals sold 
last autumn. 

The Dundrum Asylum being under our sole control, is constantly 
visited by us, and we thus can bear testimony to the efficiency of 
the medical and other officers connected with it, as well as to the 
becoming conduct of the subordinates, who in regard to those 
under their care are strictly forbidden to exercise restriction or 
restraint. 
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PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 

The number of private asylums in Ireland, licensed under the 
Act o & 6 Vic., c. 123, at the date of our last Report, was IS, ex- 
clusive of three asylums of a partly charitable character, and 
which are on that account exempted from the obligation of being 
licensed, and from the payment of licensing fees. 

No increase occurred since that time, and no new licence has 
been issued ; but a transfer from Bushy Park, Pallaskenry, in the 
county Limerick, to Cookstown House, Fiddown, in the county 
of Kilkenny, took place at the beginning of this year, under the 
same proprietor. The total amount paid for licences, and lodged 
in the hands of the Paymaster-General, was ,£216.

This shows an increase of 43 patients, or over 5 per cent, on the 
previous year. The recoveries amount to 37‘4S on the admissions, 
the deaths to 5 ’4 4 on the daily average number of patients — a 
very low rate of mortality. 

On the whole we have reason to he satisfied with the majority 
of licensed houses, while with others faults are to he found, and 
which we endeavour to remedy by frequent inspection, and con- 
tinually urging the proprietors to improvement. Such faults are 
indigenous and clearly traceable to inherent defect in the. system, 
so that all we can do under the circumstances is to continue our 
efforts to ameliorate, by constant supervision, the condition of 
lunatics in private asylums. 

In the better class of houses, where large stipends are received 
from the inmates, and indeed in some others, the arrangements 
made are for the most part satisfactory. The dietary is good, 
and the comforts and amusements of the inmates are duly 
attended to ; but in some asylums a different condition of things 
exists. 

It would be greatly to be desired that persons only pos- 
sessing a sufficient amount of capital should engage in such 
undertakings ; for if the means of the proprietor are limited, and 
particularly if the payments for his patients are not regularly 
made, as we regret to state from inquiry is frequently the case, 
no matter how good his intentions may be, he is not in a position 
to act with that liberality which he otherwise would exercise. 
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Special investigations were in several instances held by us in investigation*, 
accordance with your Excellency’s directions, and amongst others 
in the case of a female who stated herself to be the legitimate 
daughter of a patient in Bushy Park Asylum, and who addressed 
Government requesting that an opportunity might be given to see 
her father, for the purpose of being recognized as his child, with the 
object it is to be presumed of establishing a claim to whatever 
property he may leave at his death. The patient seemed most 
unwilling to see or have anything to say to the young woman, 
but we gave her the opportunity she desired, and having inquired 
into the tacts on the spot, reported to Government accordingly. 

If any marriage had taken place between her mother and the 
person whom she claimed to stand towards her in the relation of 
lather, it appeared rather of a clandestine character, the social 
position of the parties differing widely. On the whole it was a 
case in which we could not interfere, our department not being 
the proper tribunal for deciding on such questions. 

In another case, a patient who had been admitted into Hart- 
field and discharged within three days, complained that his liberty 
had been unduly interfered with, stating that he was not insane, 
and that he had been severely treated by the attendants. 

It appeared to us on inquiry that the party had been in the habit 
of indulging in intoxicating liquors, and that he was very violent 
and difficult to manage when brought to the asylum ; but so far 
as we could make out, it did not appear from the evidence that 
any harshness had been exercised 

The patient was removed, as stated, within three days, and 
when he came to lodge his complaint with us in person, neither 
from his appearance, manner, or conversation, could we pronounce 
him to be perfectly sane. In these and other cases not of a very 
grave nature, we reported fully to your Excellency at the time ; 
it is therefore unnecessary to make further reference to them here. 

As usual, in the Appendices, we give the fullest information 
on every point connected with the subject of lunatic asylums and 
their inmates, referring to which for all details connected with 
the control and domestic management of these various institutions, 
we have the honor to be your Excellency’s obedient servants,

In consequence of a recent occurrence in a District Lunatic Asylum, 
which was brought under the cognizance of the Lord Lieutenant, I am 
directed by the Inspectors to intimate to you, that it is His Excellency’s 
express desire that the following regulation (if it does not already exist) 
shall be established in all District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, viz. : — 
That no male visitor shall be left alone with a female patient, with the 
exception of father, husband, son, or brother. A similar rule to be made 
as to relationship with regard to. female visitors to male patients.

APPENDIX G. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland. 

Wodehouse. 

Whereas by an order of this Board made the 16th day of January, 1862, 
certain general rules were made, framed, and established, for the good 
conduct of the several District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. 

And whereas it is expedient that certain further rules should be added 
thereunto. 

Now we, the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, by virtue 
of the powers given unto us by the statutes in that case made and provided, 
do hereby order and direct that the following further rules shall be added 
to and form a part of the said rules and regulations made, framed, and 
established, as aforesaid. 

Rules. 

1. That a system of education be authorized in those asylums where 
the Governors are disposed to adopt it, but subject to the following 
regulations : — 

2. That the Resideut Medical Superintendent alone shall select such 
patients as may be deemed likely to benefit by tuition, and shall regulate 
the hours at which such tuitiou may be given. 

3. The elementary books to be used” shall be those of tlie National 
Board of Education. 

4. No religious instruction shall be given in the schools. 

5. The Board of Governors may employ a male teacher and a female 
teacher in each asylum. The salary of the former not to exceed forty 
pounds a-year, and of the latter thirty pounds. 

6. When a larger salary is proposed to be paid, or when, from the size 
of the asylum, more than one teacher of either sex is required, the Board 
shall apply to the Lord Lieutenant for an authority to appoint such 
salary or teacher. 

Given at the Council Chamber in Dublin, the 11th day of February, 
1865.
